THE HOUSING 
- PROBLEM. 


Despite all the new building 
that has taken place during the 
present year. rents still tend in 
the upward direction, and in cop- 
swering this question it is only 
right and fair that the lotof the 
poorer cliss Chinese, who are 
bardly hit by these increases. 
Toe 
rise in rentals is causing further 
overcrowding. for the simple rea- 
sor, that families ate being forted 
into abodes with. the minimum of 
accommodation. Many of them 
cannot afford to remain where 
they are, whitst others arte 
thrown out of house and home as 
a direct of the 

emolition of occupied property 
which is still going on. 


consequence 


The landlords of many of these 
Chinese ‘houses are ex-officials 
sho have made their pile in 
Canton. They have settled in 
Hongkong because they look 
upon the Colony asa safe haven 
of refuge, and, having invested in 
property, some of them are now 
“squeezing” peaceful. law-abiding 
citizens who are employed in 
various foreign firms and Chinese 
business houses and to whom 
Hongkong has always been their 
home. Many of these Chinese. we 
are assured. are at their wits ends. 
some by reason of the rise in the 
rentals of premises which they 
occupy. and others because they 
are being dispossessed on account 
of demolition, with the result 
thet they have the greatest 
difficulty in finding accom mod- 
ation within their means. Ona 
larger scale, because they are 
numerically greater, these ten- 
ants are in the same plight as that 
of the locat Portuguese whose 
cage we have recently dwelt upon. 


‘In connection with the demoli- 
tion of ‘old property, it has been 
suggested to us that occasion 
should be taken in the erection 
of new buildings to insist on 
measures for the ‘provision of 
better lighting. and ventilation. 
We note that in a new Bill which 
is shortly to be introduced, the 
law regarding open spaces is to 
be amended, and we learn that 


this is designed to effect improve- 


ments, from the public health 
standpoint, in this” regard. 
Provided such amendments -are 
reasonable and feasible, they are 
to be welcomed.’ It would. cer- 
tainly appear that in new build- 
ings there is room for consider- 
able improvement.on many of 
the ozisting old tenement houses 
in the native quarters of the city. 


Rejuvenation. 

There is sn inclination on the 
part of the general public to treat 
the gland theory of rejuvenation 
ava joke. The mattar was taken 
seriously at first, but, the efforts 
of would-be humorous writers, 


_lwho drew prose pictures of ald] 


men skipping about like school- 
boys, have resulted in ridiculing 
the subject. Actually, there is 
ample proof that the grafting of 
thyroid glands from .vigorous, 
healthy animals, to human be- 
ings who have that tired 
feeling, has resvited in rejuvena- 
tion—-of a varying quality. It 
is too early ta say yet 
whether the benefits are lasting 
or only temporsry. Ona thing 
the experiments have proved— 
probably to the chagrin of patients. 
—is that the. mind and body be- 
come “young” sgain, but the 
general appearance remains ot). 
Appsrentiy we get new wine in 
old bottles. Without more than 
a layman's ides of tha subject, we 
cannot say whether the monkey 
gland treatment is superior to the 
goat gland: but doubtless our 
readers will hear more about it 
when Dr. Brinkley, the goat gland 
advocate, cames down to this 
place from Shanshai. where his 
arrival has caused quite a flutter 
inthe medical doveceutes. Perhaps 
the learned gentleman willopena 
clinic in Hongkong and we might 
have the pleasure of knowing that 
some of our great minds are to be 
givena further spell of usefulness. 
We understand that the local 
supply of gnats is ample for all 
requirements. 


Local Talent. 

We are having. this week, 
ample opportunity of assessing 
Incal histcionic talent, and it 
proves that there is ne Inck of 
raaterial in the Colony. Nut very 
many months ago. anuther band 
offamateurs gave an enjoyable 
plaslet at Volunteer Headquar- 
ters: and we have had concerts, 
poth serious and gay, nad musical 
recitals,”at which local people 
have entertained critical audi- 
ences. and often eavugh the 
offering has been an excellent 
one, sometimes of 2 more than 
average professional standard. 
Ne doubt we also have in our 
midst clever writers tabem'), 
artists. and even poats! But we 
would war Hongkeng (and 
Kovloon) folk not toimagine that 
there is anexceptional “agrreza 
tion of talent” in this Colony~ it 
merely means that in alt the 
walks of life sre persons who can 
excel at something else if ther 
only be given the opportunity. 
and take it. Thus a keen zoologis: 
might be stifled by long hours of 
desk - work. an appreciative 
musician might spend mos: of his 
time in a clangernus factory. & 
poet carry on the prosaic trade vf, 
pootmaking. or an artist be 
employed asa paintscraper. So 
whenever there is a call’ for 
amateur talent in an educated 
community it is found in abund- 
ance. sometimes In embarrassing 
profusion.
